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PEACEFUL HITLER 
Adolf Hitler, chan cello r an d v irtu al dictato r 
of German y , recen tly made a wo rld wide p lea 
for p eace. He states tha t German y do es n o t 
want w ar but w an ts arm am en t eq u ality with the 
rest of the wo rld. H i s p ro n o u n ciamien to , ho w­ 
ev er, is alm o st dro wn ed o u t by the saber rattlin g 
in his o wn co u n try . 
If Germ an y w an ts p eace, why do es it w an t in ­ 
creased arm am en t? It seems a q u eer way , in ­ 
deed, o f bo mbastically begin n in g talk o f p eace 
an d arm in g at the same time. There has been a 
rev iv al o f the o ld m ilitary regime in German y 
for so me time, regardless o f the treaties that 
hav e been made sin ce the en din g o f the war. 
The Nazi fo rces, m ilitary m achin e o f Hitler, is 
added to this disp lay o f ren ewed m ilitary activ ­ 
ities. 
If Hitler m ean s w hat he say s, he will take im ­ 
m ediate step s to rev ise his o wn attitu de an d tha t 
o f his co u n try befo re his wo rd can be taken as 
o f the least co n seq u en ce. It wo u ld seem fo o lish 
in deed fo r Fran ce o r o ther co u n tries co n cern ed 
to stan d by p eacefu lly an d let German y bu ild u p 
its m ilitary stren gth so tha t it co u ld dictate its 
o wn term s after its recen t defeat in the Wo ild 
war. The Fren ch hav e a right to be alarm ed o v er 
their o wn safety after their fo rmer ex p erien ces 
with German y . 
Adv o cates o f wo rld p eace are do in g all w ithin 
their p o wer to reliev e the wo rld o f the bu rden o f 
ex cessiv e arm am en t. They are sin cerely try in g 
to p ersu ade all co u n tries to lay aside their arm s 
an d sto p the fo o lish p rep aratio n s fo r war. If this 
mo v emen t is to hav e the least su ccess, su ch an 
attitu de as Germ an y n o w m ain tain s m u st be 
chan ged. 
It is time fo r H itler to clean se his o wn do o rstep 
in stead o f q u ibblin g abo u t p eace amo n g all n a ­ 
tio n s. So lo n g as the fu tu re gen eratio n o f G er­ 
m an y are tau ght tha t their co u n try is the v ic­ 
tim o f u n ju stified criticism an d ill will fro m the 
rest o f the wo rld an d tha t they m u st so me time 
rise u p in arm s to p ro tect their so v ereign ty , there 
can be n o wo rld p eace. 
If German y will sho w the right attitu de, then 
the o ther n atio n s o f Eu ro p e may be in du ced to 
fo llo w the same co u rse. Bu t they do n o t in ten d 
to be tricked again by the same fo e.

T hat day , ho wev er, has fo rtu n ately 
p assed, an d n o w n o go o d n ewsp ap er will p rin t 
disho n est adv ertisin g if by diligen t an d reaso n ­ 
able m etho ds it can ascertain tha t there is do u bt 
as to an y statem en t made. While lesso n s hav e 
been learn ed by the n ewsp ap ers, the adv ertisers 
them selv es hav e realized tha t ex aggerated claims 
an d u n tru e statem en ts hav e p ro v en mo re hu rt­ 
fu l to them than to an y o ther in the lo n g ru n . 
No m erchan t can adv ertise disho n estly an d re­ 
m ain in bu sin ess in an y p lace fo r lo n g. An d so 
the adv ertisem en t in the p ap er has beco me real 
n ews o f v alu e to the readers. The su bscriber ex ­ 
p ects to get ho n est assistan ce an d p ro fit by them . 
There is established between the readers an d 
n ewsp ap er an en ten te co rdiale n o waday s tha t 
in su res the p eo p le a sq u are deal an d en co u rages 
them to rely u p o n statem en ts made, in an y p art 
o f the sheet. Adv ertisin g n o w p ay s well an d it 
do cs becau se it can be dep en ded u p o n as relia­ 
ble.

TRANSPLANTING 


Any living p lant can b e tra n s­ 
p lanted, however, some requ ire 
great care if one expects to b e 
su ccessfu l. 
In general, the species most 
difficu lt to move are those with 
a long central root, called a 
“tap -root’* tha t 
goes straight 
down. The dandelion is a p lant 
of this kind; and strange as it 
may seem, is hard to transp lant. 
Among garden vegetab les with 
tap roots are the carrot and p ar­ 
snip and among flowers are the 
poppy and evening primrose. It 
is to this grou p tha t the seed- 
packets refer when they advise 
you to sow the seeds where the 
p lants are to rem ain. 
The second grou p are those 
w ith m any fib rou s roots which 
may b e moved at any time. Even 
wild specimens in fu ll b loom may 
b e su ccessfu lly transp lanted. To­ 
matoes, cab b ages, celery and the 
like, are u su ally transp lanted 
and in m any cases are so easy 
to move tha t the gardener does 
not trou b le to dig u p the you ng 
p lants b u t simply pu lls them ou t 
of the grou nd. The chief p recau ­ 
tions to b e ob served in tra n s­ 
p lanting are to secu re as mu ch 
of the root-system as possib le, to 
keep the roots moist u ntil the 
p lants are re-set and to p rotect 
the p lants from the su n u ntil 
they can estab lish themselves in 
the new position. 
Since it is almost certain tha t 
some of the roots will b e cu t off 
in the moving, it is well to re­ 
du ce the tops to correspond. This 
may b e done b y removing some 
of the b ranches, picking off some 
of the leaves or, if the leaves all 
spring from the top of the root, 
gathering them together and 
shearing off the ou ter third of 
the b u nch. 
It is well to rem em b er tha t or­ 
dinary rootlets do not ab sorb 
w ater for the p lant. The ab sorb ­ 
ing organs are tiny tu b u lar ou t­ 
growths from the rootlets which 
are known as root-hairs. There 
are often twenty-five thou sand 
of these to the squ are inch. They 
are too small to b e seen withou t 
a lens and natu rally are easily 
inju red when the p lant is du g 
u p. Estab lishing the p lant in a 
new locality consists essentially 
in keeping the p lant from too 
freely 
evap orating 
u ntil 
new 
root-hairs are produ ced. 
The b est time to transp lant is 
late in the afternoon of a clou dy 
day, b u t any time will do if a t­ 
tention is paid to redu cing the 
evaporation. 
Make 
the 
holes 
large enou gh to allow the roots 
to b e spread ou t natu rally, fill 
arou nd them with fine rich soil, 
and when the hole is nearly fu ll, 
shake the p lant gently u p and 
down to settle the soil ab ou t it. 
Then fill the hole and firm the 
soil b y pressing it down with the 
foot. 
A few plants, su ch as the tra il­ 
ing arb u tu s and hu ckleb erry are 
exceedingly hard to transp l? it 
b ecau se their roots have for/ .ed 


p artnership s w ith fu ngi. If their 
p artners are left b ehind, failu re 
resu lts. One shou ld dig su ch 
p lants with as n\u ch soil as pos­ 
sib le. Evergreens are also hard 
to transp lant and are u su ally 
du g with a b all of earth arou nd 
the roots. This ‘is w hat the nu rs­ 
ery m an m eans b y “b alled and 
b u r lap ped.”
